DEATH OF MRS. DANIEL WEBSTER. 


“The Close of a Life That Was Filled With Honors 
; and Happiness. 
Special dispatch to the Cinciunati Gazette. 
New York, February 27.—~ Mrs. Daniel 
Webster died Sunday night at 10 o’clock, in 


‘her rooms at the LeRoy house, New Rochelle. 


"The cause of her death was pneumonia. She 


had been complaining for several montlis of 
pains and weakness, and on Tuesday of last 
week was attacked by rheumatic fever, which 
developed into pneumonia. She was uncon- 

cious for seveal days before her Cecease, and, 


therefore, suffered but little pain. Her phy- 
sicians attributed the rapid progress of the 
disease to her advanced age, she having lately | 
celebrated her eighty-fourth birthday. She 
was born September 15, 1798. Her maiden 
‘name was Caroline Leroy, and she was the 
| youngest daughter of Herman Leroy, and her 
father was thesenior member of the formerly | 
| well-known niercantile house of Leroy. Bay- | 
ardand Mckvers. Her mother died when | 
she was very young, and she was sent to a | 
boarding school kept by Madame Chegary in | 
| New Brunswick, N. J. In the time between | 
| her withdrawal from school life and her mar- | 
image she presided as the mistress of her 
father’s household. In December, 1829, she 
became the wife of Mr. Webster, and left her 
father’s house to reside with her husband in 
Washington. There she remained through 
the sessions of copnvress of which Mr. Webster 
{was a member. The summers she usually 
spent at her husband’s country house a 
Mansfield. 

In 1839 Mr. Webster, being advised by his 
friends and physicians to take a protracted | 
vacation, was accompanied by his wile to 
Europe. He took letters of introduction to | 
many notable English people, and among | 
| these one of the cousins of the duke of Wel- 

lington, through whom he was introduced to | 

(Jueen Victoria. The queen invited Mr. and 
Mrs. Webster to dinner. Upon eniering the | 
dining room the husband and wife found 
themselves separated by the queen taking an 
arin ot each and sitting them on each side 
of her. Continuing their journey, they went | 
to Paris and became the guests of Louis Phil- 
lippe and the queen consort. They traveled | 
through Switzerland and Germany, and went | 
to isdinburgh, from whence they sailed for | 
America. 

Mr. Webster died in Washington in 
Since then his wife has led a retired life. Up | 
to within three years she lived in this city, 
but in I879 she chose New Rochelle as her 
home. At times she was absent-minded, and 
talked incoherently of her life, but often 
would speak of “Mr. Webster,”’ 
riably called her deceased husband entertain- 
ingly. Atthe hourof her death she regained | 
consciousness, and recognized her sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Leroy, who was present with her | 
daughters. In appearance Mrs. Webster was 
tall and-well proportioned. Her forelead 
was high and broad, and her eyes were dark 
and full. Her hair, ouce brown, was thickly 
spread with gray. The funeral will take |

PUBLIC EDUCATION,

Whereas, The’ prosperity and happiness of the 
poor: the preserva‘ion of liberty and ofa repub 
ican form of government, depend upon the metal 
discipline and general diffusion of knowledge 
whicn, in theirturn, depend on the education of 
the masses of the community; and 

Whereas, The preservation of the national gov- 


| ernment, republican in form, is as much depend- 
| ent on the education of the people as is that of the 


states; and 

Whereas, Ignorance is an evil, the means for its 
removal should be most strongly directed wherever 
that evil is most extensive, especially since illiter- 


| acy and poverty exist together, while wealth and 
| intelligence go hand in hand: therefore, be it 


Resolved, ihatitis the duty of the general gov- 


| ernment, in elf defense and for self preservation, 


to provide the means necessary, whenever the peo- 
pie of the states as such, are unable or would be 
disproportionately burdened by the taxation requi- 
site or for any, reason fail to give every child a good 
common schovl education; and be it further 
Resolved, ihat the committee on education and 
labor be instructed to report, at an early day, with 
suitable safeguards to secure its economical and 
proper application, making appropriations of such 
sums of money as shall be deemed, when combined

THE INDIAN APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The house at 2:15 went into committee of 
the whole, Mr. Page, of California, in the 
chair, on the Indian appropriation bill. The 
total amount appropriated by the bill is $4,- 
920,203, an increase over the bill of last year 
of $351,600 anda decrease of $921,000 from 
the estimate. The amount was made up of 
the following item: For fulfilling treaty 
stipulations, including pay of inspectors and 
interpreters for contingencies, $2,871,289.61 ; 
for transportation, $275,000; removal, settle- 
ment and subsistence of the various tribes, 
$1,135,500; general incidental e~penses, 
$176,000; miscellaneous, $363,200; interest on 
trust fund stock, $99,218. 

Several amendments were offered and re- 
jected. At 4:45 the reading of the bill was 
completed, when the committee rose and re- 
ported it to the house, and it was passed. 

Mr. Hardelberg, of New Jersey, by request, 
introduced a bill to extend indefinitely the 
eorporate existence of national banking as- 
sociations. Referred. 

The house then adjourned. 

BEFORE THE COMMITTEES. 


The house committee on mines and mining 
agreed to-day to report to the house a substi- 
tute for the bill which excludes Alabama 
from the provisions of the act which allows 
certain mineral lands to be disposed of as ag- 
ricultural lands. The substitute proposes to 
include Alabama in the operation of the act. 
The committee also agree’ to report to the 
house favorably a bill to prevent any owner 
ofamining claim from cutting timber on 
said claim. 

The house committee on education and la- 
bor decided to-day to make an adverse report 
to the house upon the bill which had been 
referred to them providing for the disposition 
of the unclaimed bounty money due colored 
soldiers by applying to support of certain 
colored institutions in the south, 

RESULT OF SHERMAN’S BUNGLING., 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—A treasury depart- 
ment rumor says that soon after he became 
secretary, Sherman gave a verbal order, the 
efiect of which was to take from some of the 
bureaus a class of business properly belong- 
ing to them, and that on this account great 
confusion has resulted in the affairs affected 
by the alleged order. The matter is likely 
to be thoroughly investigated, but in the 
meantime Secretary Folger has restored the 
business to its proper channels,

Proves te Ke Sueccesstul—A Pair of 
Scissors the Weapon. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 1.—John Knoppel, a 
journeyman confectioner, stabbed himself to 
death with a pair of scissors. Tle suicide was 
remarkably determined, and was the success- 
ful ending of seven similar attempts by vari- 
ous violent methods. He was slightly ad- 
dicted to liquor, and possessed a peculiarly 
ungovernable temper, which was always 
vented upon himself. He was perfectly sober 
yesterday, and appeared to be in an excellent 
numor all the morning. The family sat down 
to dinner at 12 o'clock, and Knoppel 
got up ‘from the tabie, and walking 
over to the stairway stood there for a 
moment, and then walked back. He ate a 
mouthful or two of soup, and then suddeniy 
making the exclamation, “i'll soon put an 
end to this,” got outof his chair a secona 
time, and, drawing a small pair of scissors 
from his pocket, plunged one of the blades 
into his breast, just below the left nipple. As 
Knoppel staggered toward the stairway 
again, the brother, who had seen the gleam of 
the biade, ran toward him. With a cool de- 
terintiation to elteet bis purpose, the man 
pressed the Ssiarp point in further with his 
left hand, and actually began - striking 
the otherend of the scissors with his right 
fist. The brother succeeded in seiziag Knop- 
pel’s hand, and then drew ourthe scisssors 
blade, which had pierced the heart. In 
a few moments irternal hemorrhage 
had sO weakened him that he 
sank into a chair and was carried up 
stairs. Six times before haa the confectioner 
attempted to take his life. Once he picked 
up a hot stove lid, and becoming angered at 
the burn struck himself in the head with suf- 
ficent force to break the lid into two pieces. 
Another time, from no apparent cause, he cut 
and lacerated his chest in a frightitul manner 
with a steel glass cutter, but was unable to 
force the blunt point into a vital part. Twice 
he stabbed aimself ia the stomach with atable 
fork, and followed un this attempt two weeks 
later by trying to cut his throat with a dull 
carving knife. ihe sixth time he used a fork 
again, but was unable to penetrate his cloth-

MADISON'S MISERY. 


VISITED BY A DISASTROUS FIRE.

Full Description of the Recent Destruction of the 
Cotton Warehouse and Nearly a Hundred 
Thousand Dollars’ Worth of Cotton— 
Insurance—Other State Items. 


Mapison, March 1.—[Special.]—Ill-fated 
Madison falls a victim to a disastrous fire and 
loses its capacious cotton warehouse on rail- 
road street and the adjoining building occu- 
pied by J. C. Few & Son, dealers in groceries, 
besides a heavy damage to the buildings oc- 
cupied by J. T. Brown and G. B, Stovall, and 
injury to stocks of J. O. Torbet and Thomason 
& Hunter. About $40,000 have been licked 
up by the flames. To particularize: Last 
Friday night a smoke was seen issuing from 
the store room of J.C. Few & Son, and the 
prompt action of some citizens passing, by 
breaking in the door, saved the block .and 
a general conflagration at that 
time. The fire was discovered in a corer 
filled with refuse matter from the store, and 
against the wall adjoining the warehouse of 
Few & Daniel. At that time no explanation 
could be given forthe fire, but the matter 
was dying out .and all congratulating the 
town upon its lucky escape, when last night 
about 4 o'clock Colonel D. 8S. Johnson, in 
coming down to make up the early morning 
mail, spied the same room on fire. An alarm 
was raised as the monster shot its liquid 
tongue through the sides and roofs, and the 
dread work of ruin began. Heroic and grand 
was the work done. Men fought like tried 
heroes, and superhuman were the efforts 
which saved our town. 

FIGHTING THE FLAMES. 

Without fire apparatus, and with only 
such crude and clumsy articles as could be 
had, scores stood in the very teeth of the 
flame, and drove back the devouring fiend. 
The fire wall between the rooms of Few & 
Brown was the only obstancles in the track of 
the fire. In the warehouse were between six 
and seven hundred bales ,of cotton. Upon 
this some insurance was carried, but 
in many cases the result is most 
distressing and ruinous to some of best men. 
The fire was stopped after the burning of the 
warehouse and four stores, but the stores of 
Brown,Stovall and Torbert were damaged and 
caught but were put out. Thomason 
Hunter suffered from removal of stock, 

THE INSURANCE, 

The losses covered by insurance are in the 
North American, $1,000; Continental, of New 
York; Watertown, of New York and Colum- 
bus, of re ¥. These companies are rep- 
resented by J. E. Chiles,and foot up losses not 
yet ascertained. The companies represented 
by Dr. A. E. Andrews,Southern Mutual $2,000; 
Georgia Home, of Columbus, $4,000; London, 
Liverpool and Globe, $2,300; and North Brit- 
ish, $600, Besides this the disfiguring and 
injury to merchandise and buildings make 
the loss greater. 

ALLEGED INCENDIARISM. 

The universally expressed opinion is that it 
was the work of an incendiary. Dr.-A. E. 
Andrews, after the attempt to create the 
burning last Friday night, uotified his com- 
panies of the appearance of the affair, and 
seeking to guard the interests of his superiors, 
patrolled the town, and particularly watched 
this part of the town, and left this street at 
two o'clock, just two hours before the fire, 
and declares that notaspark or breath of 
flame was near the bulidiny at that time. The 
matter will be closely investigated by the in- 
surance men. Mr. J. L. Tucker, ot Jasper 
county, received a total and absolute loss of 
[44 bales. J.C. Few & Son, upon whom the 
incendiary first made an attack, lost heavily 
also, less than one-third being under Insur- 
ance,

ROME’S OIL MILL, 


The Cotton Seed Ol] Mill to be Erected and an Inter- 
view Thereon, 
Rome Courier. 

About two weeks ago the Courier announced 
that astrong company had been organized to 
erect a cotton seed oil milland a fertilizer 
factory in Rome. The application for the 
charter has been filed and everything is in 
readiness to begin work as soon as the charter 
is granted by the court. The company 
composed of Mr. George O. Baker, of Selma; 
Mr. O. O. Nelson, of Montgomery; W. M. 
Towers and A. Rh. Sullivan, of Rome.  Suita- 
ble buildings fora mill with a capacity for 
turning out five hundred gallons of oil per 
day will be erected. 

When asked, ‘‘Whatdo you think of the 
Rome mill?” Mr. Geo. O. Baker said, ‘‘] 
think a mill will pay in Rome—at least we 
are going to try and make itdoso. It may 
meet with the-same prejudice that wis 
shown against my mill at Selma when it was 
first started. You know that was before the 
farmers discovered the great advantage both 
for fertilizing and fer stock feed which the 
cotton seed meal hasover the raw seed. At 
first I had actually to run an experimental 
farm to prove this great advantage to them. 
I proved by actual experiments that the 
cotton seed meal was fifty per cent. beiter 
for fertilizing purposes than raw seed, and for 
stock food it positively is unequaled. 
Just as soon as the plant- 
ers in my section discovered that they could 
sell their raw seed to me for a good cash price, 
then afterwards buy the meal from these 
same seed, which they could use to a greater 
advantage, I experienced no more trouble 
from prejudice. I ship cotton seed meal 
right into your own city. Messrs. Stansbury 
& Reagan are handling large quantities of it, 
and they informed me yesterday that it has 
given perfect satisfaction. I shall continue to 
ship them until we get our mill here in oper- 
ation, and by that time all the farmers will 
be clamoring for it.”’ 

“How about refined 
substitute for lard? Do 
come into general use?’ 

‘Judging from the start already made in 
that direction, I think it will. Unless you 
have made it a point to enquire, you have no 
idea to what extent it is used in the south for 
that tng 8 ye. At the end of the next twelve 
months | expect to see seven out of every 
ten families inthe south using it instead of 
lard. All those who have tested it thoroughly 
are satisfied that it is cheaper and more 
healthful than lard, and that itis equally as 
good for ‘shortening.’ ”’ 

“Will the Rome mill refine any of its oil?” 

“No. We will only manufacture crude oil. 
A retinery is just as diflerent from an oil 
mill as a cotton factory is from a cotton gin. 
You never find them together. There are 
only two refineries of any consequence in this 
country—one in Providence, R. L., and the 
other in Cincinnati, and they have us mill 
men at a great disadvantage. They have 
formed a close combination, and ‘’sorter’’ 
farm out the mills. The Providence men 
say to the Cincinnati men: ‘You take the 
mills at Charleston,Savannah, Augusta, Rome, 
Selma and Montgomery, and we'll take Mem- 
phis, Huntsville, the large mills at New Or 
leans and those little mills in Texas, If any 
of our mills offer you ‘crude,’ decline to bid— 
we'll not consider a bid from your territory. 
You can easily see from this what an advan- 
tage these refineries have. There ought to be 
a large one established somewhere in the 
south—at some city affording the quickest 
communication with the mill towns. Either 
Atlanta or Macon, Georgia,.would be very 
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good places for a refinery, and I am a little 
surprised at those men who are thinkin of 

utting up a crude mill in Atlanta. They 
lave scarcely any territory from which to 
draw stock for a crude mill, yet are in a posi- 
tion to draw largely fora refinery.”

I exposed the manner in which they 
had used the information they had received in 
confidence to the effect that Dr. Felton would 
be interviewed, and would }iormulate a plat- 
form of principles upon which it was hoped we 
could unite.

Polygamy was never more extensively prac- 

ticed in Utah than it isto-day.

They cre 
simply indescribable. I tell you sir,” he 
added, ‘‘the practice of polygamy 
in Utah is a blotch upon the 
escutcheon of human progress, and a crime 
under the law, both divine and human, the 
responsibility of which must rest with the 
United States government.” 

Congress now proposes in answer to a very 
vigorous and healthy public sentiment, to 
disfranchise ail who sustain in any. manner 
polygamy, and it is this that has carried ter- 
ror to the heart of the law-defying 
Brighamites. They have dispatched a dele- 
sation to Washington loaded up with a long 
legislative memorial. The burden of this 
memorial is a claim to local self-government. 
The Mormon hierarchy that has for years nul- 
lified an act of congress directed against poly- 
gamy and that has snapped its fingers at pub- 
lic opinion, now talks akout the consti- 
tution of the United States and the funda- 
mental principles of republican government. 
Congress is implored to reject the Edmunds 
bill. This of itself ought to be sufficient to 
convince congress that the Edmunds bill is 
the best bill that can be devised for the case. 
Disfranchisement if enforced involves a trans- 
fer of political power in the territory to 
Gentiles, who number, according to the 
Salt Lake Tribune, 40,000, and 
ing io the same authority, will soon make 
up anatural majority. gut the Edmunds 
bill, admirable as it is, will prove ineffective 
unless it is rigidly enforced. No anti-poly- 
gamy bill will enforce itself in Utah, and the 
government should at once prepare to give 
the new measure full effect on every appropri- 
ate occasion. The denial of aseat to the many- 
wived delegate that has represented Utah in 
the house of representatives, Mr. Cannon, is 
a very good beginning of the new policy of 
disfranchisement. The work should go on 
until all organized defiance to the laws dis 
appears in the offending territory.

COLONELH. P. FARROW’S LETTER. 

We print in another column a letter from 
Colonel Farrow, in which he has something 
to say about our editorial on his interview 
and about thenew movement. Hecomplains 
that our reporter left out ‘‘some things’’ said 
tohim. Weare really pleased that he did 
not complain that the reporter left in ‘some 
“things’’ that Colonel Farrow now wishes he 
had left out. The colonel supplements his 
interview with ‘‘some things’’ that are new to 
us. It is news to us that Governor 
Colquitt went to Washington recently 
and tendered Mr. Stephens the nomination 
of a certain political combination for gov- 
ernor. Governor Colquitt is the governor of 
Georgia, and has no authority to tender the 
nomination of his successor to any one and 
we don’t believe he ever did. If Mr. Stephens 
wants to be governor he would not run as 
the candidate af a “‘certain political combiga- 
tion.’’ There is no reason why the ‘‘organ- 
‘zed democracy’? should keep it a secret if 
they wanted to nominate him, There is noth- 
ing in Mr. Stephens’s political record that 


would make it desirable to keep the fact a se- 
cret if there was any movement on 
with the organized democracy to nominate 
him for governor. 

As to the “Blaine combination,”’ of which 
Colonel Farrow says we are an honorary mem- 
ber, this is the very essence of news to us; in 
fact, it is so new, that we are forced to the 
belief that Colonel Farrow made it for the 
occasion. The reporter's stenographic notes 
of his interview with Colonel Farrow show 
some remarks on a buncombe fight against 
Blaine for president. Blaine is not in power 
now;. he is a dead lion. Colonel Farrow has 
been crying wolf in Washington to prejudice 
the administration, and he keeps it up. 

Let us see what the facts are about Blaine. 
Clark and Wade. Wade was the chairman 
of the republican delegation at Chicago, 
and helped to nominate Garfield 
and Arthur; voted for them. Clark and 
Wade both supported this ticket. We are 
under the impression that THe ConsTITUITON 
had something to do with helping to defeat 
this ticket in Georgia. We tried todoso. If 
Colonel Farrow has anything new to say 
about the Blaine combination, apart from his 
pretended fight on Blaine in the past, we 
will cheerfully give him a hearing. We heard 
nothing of Cclonel Farrow’s opposition to 
Blaine When Blaine was in power. Guiteau 
severed the colonel’s connection with the 
Blaine combination. 

Our reporter is still positiae in his assertion 
that about the time he interviewed Clark and 
Wade he went to Colonel Farrow and asked 
tointerview him. He says again that Col- 
onel Farrow was willing to talk but not to 
have his name used, and he said that if there 
were any trouble to come up in reference to 
what he said to the reporter that he would 
then come to the front. 

Now we come to the meat of Colonel Far- 
row’s letter. He charges that Clark and 
Wade betrayed the ‘‘new movement’ before 
it was born. Then, there was an understand- 
ing among the republicans before the new 
movement came into light. In fact if the re- 
publicans are responsible for its appearance, 
Clark, Wade and Farrow all had a hand in 
its paternity, and it appears that Clark and 
Wade tried to kill the little thing before it 
was born. Well, that settles it; and hence 
all thisrow. The great republican adminis- 
tration is helping to punish these two men 
for infanticide. 

So this is where the young men’s party 
come from. We blame Clark and Wade for 
but one thing; if they had let'the infant 
alone, it was so helpless and weak the little 
thing would have died all the same. They 
deserve to be punished if they did attempt to ‘ 
hurt a little thing like this that was trying to 
creep into existence secretly, and so inno- 
cently. 

Colonel Farrow in his letter announce 
another fact upon which we may elaborate in 
the future; it is that we have three political 
parties in the state—the democratic, repub- 
lican and independent, and he ciasses him- 
self with the independents. He flatters us 
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have tried to keep our readers posted because 
we publish a newspaper, and have readers in 

all the parties. We have said some kind 

things about Colonel Thornton, who was, as 

we thought, a leader in this new movement, 

and we are free to confess even now that the 

new movement would be safer in his hands 
than in Colonel Farrow’s. The indiscretion 

in that interview and Colonel Farrow’s letter 
will give some work to Colenel Thornton and 

his followers, which will bother them with 
all their shrewdness to overcome.

But we 
tind that under the present apportionment there is 
a difference of 61,877 betweeu two of the districts, 
and differences of 20,000 to 40,000 between others. 
This is an inequality that ought to be corrected at 
once, and no consideration of an expense of a few 
thousand dollars for an extra session of the legisla- 
ture ought to infiuence its continuance for two 
years longer. 

The fifth congressional district stretches in a long 
and somewhat crooked line, from north to south, 
from Cherokee and Forsyth to Dooly. Itis about 
one hundred and fifty miles long, and for a great 
portion of its length only one county broad. 
Greatly out of symmetry, as itis, it is equally ex- 
cessive in the number of its population. It has 
191,422 inhabitants, being 37,204 more than the 
ratio for Georgia, and 64,877 more than the third 
district, which lies south of it. We present the fig- 
ures, taken from the census tables of 1880:

New YorK, March 1.—The share speculation 
opened ata decline from yesterday's closing prices 
of %to2 percent, Lake Erie, Western and Man- 
hattan Beach being most conspicuous therein. In 
the early dealings afier a fractional decline the 
market recorded an advance ranging from \% to 
244 per cent, Memphis an Charleston, Mich- 
igan Centraland Denver and Rio Grande being 
most prominentin the upward movement.

MIXING DIFFERENT KINDS OF COTTON, 

Numerous complaints have reached me to 
the effect that American cotton in the same 
bale is ofte@ of different staple or fibre. The 
consumers of cotton from the United States 
were asked to say whether they attributed 
this difference of staple to ineflicient sorting 
or to intentional mixing of dissimilar kinds 
of cotton. Theiranswers may ve summarized 
thus: Where the color of the cotton is uni- 
form, want of proper sorling or over-ginning 
will probably account for cotton of different 
staple in the same bale; but when the cotton 
is found in layers of dilierent sorts, as is 
often the case, the spinnersare of Opinion that 
it is the result of fraudulent admixture of 
different kinds of cotton, and does not 
arise from careless sorting. The even grading 
is very important, and there is 
room for improvement in this respect in much 
of the cotton received from America, Se- 
rious complaints under this head were mace 
against India cotton some years ago, but at 
The plan 
of careful inspection by first purchasers, 
which was adopted in India, should be put 
into furce with us. | 

DAMP COTTON, 

Numerous complaints have likewise been 
made of unnatural damp in American cotton, 
and the spinners generally do not hesitate to 
accuse the packers of infusing steam, and 
even of throwing quaniities of water into the 
cotton during the process of packing, with 
the object of augmenting its weight. One of 
the must experienced cotton spinners in Lan- 
cashire says that “all American cotton is 

acked with the addition of water, more or 
ess. No other cotton imported into England 
loses weight like American cotton does, whilst 
some kinds actually gain in weight. When 
an excessive quantity of water has been used, 
I find the middle of the bales caked as hard 
as wood, and sometimes mildewed. The first 
lotof cotton we had of the 1880 crop lost nearly 
eight and a half per cent in the process 
of drying.”” An Oldbam spinner says: “A 
great number of complaints of damp have 
been made by spinners respecting the last crop 
of cotton, more especially about the beginning 
of 1881. In some cases there was from three 
to six per cent of unnatural damp, resulting 
in very serious loss to the spinners. Judging 
from the appearance of some of the 
cotton, the water had been poured 
into it in quantity, sometimes dis 
coloring the,cotton and causing it to cake. 
The cotton coming from New Orleans district 
is particularly cumplained of, Jyut cotton 
from other districts has been by no means 
free from damp.’’. My Stockport informant 
says that the amount of damp in American 
cotton has gone on increasing, and that he 
has seen lots of samples spotted with wet and 
discoloured. From Warrington | also learn 
that “‘in numbers of cases the bales give the 
appearance of water having been thrown in 
during the process of packing, as the center 
of the bale is frequently found to be in layers 
of caked cotton, very wet, and often highly 
discolored. In March last, we made several 
tests for damp, in all cases subjecting the cot- 
ton to atemperature of 120 degrees till dry, 
and then allowing the cotton to cool for one 
hour in the open air. These tests show the 
following results: 10.94 per cent of water, 
15.74 per cent, 10 per cent, and 11 per cent 
respectively. In none of the tests was the 
caked cotton dried. The tested was 
good middling Orleans.”’ 
DUST AND SAND IN COTTON, 

Complaints as to the adulteration of Ameri- 
can cotton, by the addition o: dust and sand, 
are not only more general than the complaints 
in regard to the mixing and damping of cot- 

, but they are likewise of a tar more 
sfrious character. There have been extreme 
cases brought to my attcntion In both re- 
spects, and some of these _ have 
been of a shameful — description. 
eln many cases the adulteration Is flagrantand 
extensive. ‘“‘Oldham,”’ I am told, ‘*has to 

urchase, at the price af cotton, thousands ot 
tons of white and red sand every year;” and 
some concerns, it is said, have been carried 
on ata lossin consequence of this grevious 
adulteration of the raw material. In some 
instances the sand is evidently thrown into 
the cotton, during the process of packing, in 
shovelfuls, and one of the largest consumers 
of American cotton in Lancashire—a spinner 
in the Ashton-under-Lyne district, whose 
supply is mostly from New = Or- 
leans—mentions a case in which nearly 
100lbs. of sand was found in one bale of 
cotton. In quite anumber of cases that have 
been brought to my notice, sand in quantities 
varying from twenty to eighty pounds, has 
been found. in the middle of bales of cotton. 
A Preston cotton spinner, w.0 has ‘‘worked 
‘every kind of cotton named in the Liverpool 
Weekly Cotton Circular, from Sea island to 
Bengal,” and who makes it a practice to ex- 
amine personally seventy-five per cent. of the 
cotton used by his firm, informs me that ‘the 

ulteration of cotton with dust and sand is a 
pest almost eculiar to American cotton- 
This view is likewise held by an Oldham spin. 
ner, who says that ‘dust and sand are appa- 
rently blown into the cotton by some process 
at or prior to packing.’’ A spinner in the 
x rt district states that he purchased a 
lotof 100 bales, one quarter of which were 
heavily laden with fine red sand, varying 
fom 9 to 26 #£per cent of their 
weight.

A Warrington tirm of cot- 
on spinners inform me that they have 


recently made several tests to learn the 
amount of sand in the cotton they were 
using, strictly good and good ordinary Texas 
and Orleans. The results varied from 12% to 
29 per cent,and averaged 17'4 per cent 
of sand, which, in their opinion, had been 
wilfully put into the cotten. They add, ‘We 
consider that our average loss from sand has 
been not less than 10 per cent.”” That it was 
serious no one will deny when the large aver- 
age loss of 10 per cent is considered. 
Orleans and Texas are pronounced the most 
lossy cottons. Many old cotton spinners state 
that the adulteration: of American cotton is 
much greater now than it was before the war. 
Theexplanation is advanced that likely the 
increased number of smal! producers of cvi- 
ton has led to frauds to increase the weight of 
cotton sold by this poorer class, : 
COMPARISONS—-AMERICAN AND OTHER COTTON. 

The cotton spinners were invited to 
whether cotton from India. 
where is received in a more 
dition than American votton, and, if so. in 
What respect. Replying to. this question, a 
spinner in the district of Aslhiton-under-Lyne 
said ‘that the best qualities of cotton trom 
India and Egypt are better packed and freerer 
from damp and sand than the American cot- 
ton. ' The increasing use of Indian cotto: in 
this district proves that the efforts of those 
engaged in shipping cotton from India to 
England have been successful in this—that a 
ereat lmiprovement in the cleanliness and 
purity of the suppty has recently taken place, 
it stands our people in hand to look sharply 
aiter their own interests by making every 
etlurt to purify the cotton trade, and by some 
means Stop the alleged fraudulent damping 
and sanding of cotton at the earliest moment 
possible. ‘The hue and ery now raised about 
our udulterated cotton proves that’ great in- 
terest attaches to this subject here, and that 
there is urgent need of wise action on the 
part of our producers at home. Within the 
past ten years there has been a great improve- 
ment in the purity of eastern cotton. Loud 
complaints. were formerly made about adul- 
teration from sand and damp, and stringent 
laws were passed in Bombay making it a 
penal otlense to adulterate or s2il adulterated 
cotton. Inspectors were appointed by the 
government’, presses were established, and a 
lax put upon every bale of cotton to pay the 
expenses of the government regulations. This 
was done in 1863. In 1878 the act of 1863 was 
repealed, and some important changes were 
made by the new law which was enacted. The 
opening up of the interior of India by new 
railways, and better methods in 
purchasing cotton, brought about a reform in 
the whole cotton trade there. In fact, at 
present India cotton is noted for its purity, 
owing, chiefly, to the inspections of the 
large houses engaged in purchasing cotton 
from native growers. These pay better prices 
forclean cotton, and producers see the ne- 
cessity of bringing only pure cotton to mar- 
ket. Government inspection has been de- 
Clared, over and over again, to be a delusive 
and expensive experiment; and recently the 
enforcement of the law was abandoned. 
hose best advised inform me that care in 
purchasing cotton from first hands, on the 
part of leading houses in the cotton trade in 
India, has brought about a much-needed re- 
form.

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BALING OR PACKING COTTON, 


“The condition in which bales of American 
cotton arrive here,”’ says a Stockport spinner, 
“is very unsatistactory. The wrappers are of 
the povrest’ stuff, and, from the bales being 
insufliciently pressed and of such varied sizes, 
they are wedged in the holds of the vessels 
With force and violence to prevent their mov- 
ing in transit; and when unloaded they are 
ruthlessly pulled, and the covers torn in re- 
leasing them from the ship. The condition 
and baling of Egyptian and Indian cotton are 
very superior and worthy otimitation. <A 
load of American cotton which I saw passing 
along the streets in Oldham recently looked 
asthougb it might have formed a part ot 
some fort, and had been repeatedly struck by 
cannon shot. There was hardly a_ bale 
that was not torn, and cotton = was 
hanging in patches from many of then. 
Jam informed that similar charges are se} 
dom, if ever, made to purchasers of eastern 
cotton; and this fact, taken in connection 
With the far greater distance the cotton is 
freighted, proves that the material used in 
baling cotton is of an enferior quality. 
REMEDIES AND GENLRAL REMARKS, 

The suggestions as to needful remedies for 
the causes of complaint are remarkably uni- 
form, and coming from practical men ot long 
and varied experience inthe cotton trade, 
they are worthy of the most caretul consider- 
ation. An Oldham spinner says that perhaps 
a remedy may be found when the perpetra- 
tors of the mischief have been discovered; 
and to facilitate their discovery, he suggests 
that it should be made compulsory to'stamp 
the names of the planter and packer inside 
and outside every bale; a plan, he says, which 
is voluntarily adopted to some extent. He 
also thinks it necessary to cause such 
accounts to -be kept as will render every 
transaction easily traceable. Another spin- 
ner, of close upon forty years’ standing, 
makes a similar suggestion. He says it would 
be agreat help to both spinners and mer- 
chants in recovering for adulterated cotton, 
if the names and addresses of the planter and 
packer were stamped both inside and outside 
of the covers; and it would also give great 
assistance to the spinners if the tickets on 
the samples contained the same information, 
as experience would soon tell the trade 
Which firms are trustworthy and which were 
not. A Mossley spinner said: “I think the 
planter and packer should be compelled by 
law to place their names inside every bale of 
cotton. In making claims it is generaily im- 
possible to trace the shipping and plaiuters’ 
marks on the wrappers satisfactorily, as such 
marks become illegible, and are obliterated 
through the rough usage which the cotton 
sulffers.”’ 

lhe strongest expression of opinion that I 
have received is from a cotton spin~er at Pres- 
ton, who, to repeat his own 
words, ‘has worked every kind 
of cotton named in the Liverpool Weekly 
Cetton Circular, from Sea island to Bengal,’’ 
and who makes it a practice to examine  per- 
sonally 75 per cent of the cotton used by his 
firm. His statement is as follows: 

As to remedies, let the Americans pack their cot- 
ton without adding toit said and water, and let 
their government muke fraudulent packing penal. 
Some years ayo Surat cotton used to be adulterated 
to an enormuus extent, but after the passing of ‘'the 
cotton frauds act,’’ thac cotton has come forward in 
suca improved condition that the better qualities 
of Broach and Dhollerah are preferred to middling 
uplands. Itis our custom tocompare every six 
mouths the weight of yarn and waste sold with the 
weight of cotton bought, and our experience has 
been that whenever We use Egyptian, Brazilian, or 
Surat cotton, wecan account for every pound of 
cotton bought either in yarn or waste. When we 
use American cotton there is always avery heavy 
Weight of cotton unrepresented by either yarn or 
Wast", Varying from three to five percens For this 
reason | have for some years depreciated American 
cotton as compared with other kinds from ‘44d. to 
gd. per pound when making my purchases. ‘There 
iS NO CCtion SO easy or pleasant to spin as American 
cotton, but so much fraud prevails in its packing 
that it loses thereby much of the preference it 
would otherwise obtain. 


There is doubt about the fact that both 
sand and water are added to American cotton, 
to a greater or less extent, before or during 
the process of baling, to. increase its weight. 
Of this there can be no question. Who 
the guilty parties are it is, under 
present conditions, hard to determine. 
And yet the frauds which are perpetrated are 
far toonumerous and inexcusable, anda rem- 
edy ior existing evils should be vigorously 
sought at once. 

The importance of this subject cunnot well 
be overestimated. The great cotton-producing 
states are deeply interested in their staple 
crop. Both the good name and profits of 
producers now suffer, in a sense, through the 
trauds I have described in this report. A 
remedy should be found for the correction of 
these abuses, and the sooner this is done the 
better it will bein the interests of fair play 
and common honesty. The system of pack- 
ing cotton needs to be improved. If a ijarge 
ecard could be placed in the center of each 
bale, with the name of the producer, the 
number of pounds in the bale, the date when 
packed, and a duplicate record kept to be 
sent with the cotton when sold, a check

would be furnished by which all frauds could 
be readily traced. Then there could be no 
question about damp cotton especially. 
The record of the number of pounds 
originally put in the bale would show whether 
there had been any additional weight added 
from water. Of course, the cotton should be 
so baled that no tampering with it afterwards 
could be possible without detection. This 
point, it is believed by practical men, could 
easiiy be secured. 

American cotton brokers residing in the 
southern states do not, apparently, under- 
stand why direct sales cannot more readily be 
made to consumers here. If this could be 
largely done, there would be a considerable 
saving in commissions and charges that now 
go to “middlemen” in England. The facts 
are, that owing to the lack of proper safe- 
guards in handling the cotton, purchasers in 
this country doubt the expediency of order- 
ing their supply direct. The distance is a bar 
to quick and easy adjustments of cisputes, 
and, in the absence of some safe system of 
inspection and record of each bale of cotton, 
they prefer to deal with the Liverpool cotton 
brokers. 

L have in my office quite a collection of 
unique samples of articles found in bales of 
American cotton. From the many cases 
brought before me, the following will give a 
good idea of the complaints made about the 
adulteration of our cotton. in one there are 
the fragments of a toy pistol, broken into 
small pieces; in another a stone weighing five 
pounds and a half; in a third a lot of cart- 
ridges; in a fourth a sample of clean white 
sand, taken from a bale I saw opened, which 
contained about forty pounds of the same; 
andin a fifth a sample of *‘caked cotton” 
weighing many pounds—as hard as a board— 
having been pressed when soaked in water. 

The fragments of a pistol, it would seem, 
must have been put in the bale by accident, 
as the weight was trifling; but the damage 
which the pieces of iron might have caused to 
the machinery would have been very serious, 
With a possibility of setting fire to the mill.

A SIX DAYS’ WALK. 


Rowell and Other Faverites Hegin Another Race 
in New York. 

New York, February 26.—To-night a sacred 
concert programme at Madison square garden 
preceded the opening of the six days’ go-as- 
you-please walking match. The excitement 
has almost reached fever heat, and from an 
early hour crowds of loungers were to be seen 
around the building. By 7 o’clock it was es- 
timated that fully 2,000 persons were waiting 
for the doors to be opened. Arrangements in 
the building for the comfort of spectators and 
contestants are the most complete of any six- 
day contest that has ever taken place. The 
garden is illuminated by thirty electric lights, 
and decorated with flags and banners of all 
nations. Music during the week will be 
furnished by © the Gilmore military 
band. The track, which is claimed by the 
management to be the best ever laid down, is 
encircled by a picket fence four feet high,and 
is set back two feet from the track. During 
the contest no one excepi the contestantsand 
their trainers und judges will be allowed on 
the track. The starters are Rowell, Vint. 
Panchot, Sullivan, Noremac, Hughes, Fitz- 
gerald, Hazael and Scott. All the men, with 
the exception of Vint and Sullivan, are re- 
ported to be in the best condition. Rowell is 
the favorite in betting at one totwo.  Fitz- 
gerald and Sullivan are about equal 
favorites, at six toone. An hour after open- 
ing the doors 6,000 persons were in the build- 
ing, and hundreds were still waiting for 
tdinission, Among the audience were many 
ladies, : 

At ll o'clock the seats were all occupied, 
standers lining the walkon both sides. Among 
the earlier arrivals among the pedestrians were 
litzgerald, Haghes, Scott, Vint, Panchot and 
Noremac. 

THE START. 

At 11:20 Rowell walked down the track by 
the scorers’ stand to his quarters, receiving a 
volley of hand-clapping as he passed along. 
After Hughes reached his quarters he added 
his consent to that already obtained from the 
other eight contestants, and it was decided 
that Hart should be allowed to enter. There 
was comparatively little betting before the 
start, but the bookmakers offered odds as fol- 
lows: Rowell, 2 to 1, to win; against Panchot 
7 to 1, Scott 20 to 1, Fitzgerald 4 to 1, Noremac 
6 to 1, Hughes 12 to 1, Vint 25 to 1, Hazael 8 to 
1, Sullivan & to 1, Hart 7 to 1. 

At 12 o’clock the men were started, 11 break- 
ingintoa run. Hughes led at the first lap, 
followed by Noremac, Hart, Rowell, Scott, 
Vint, Fitzgerald, Hazael, Panchot and Sulli- 
van in the order named. Hughes kept his 
lead during the first eight laps, scoring his first 
mile and the first of the champions’ walk in 
six minutes. He still kept at the front dur- 
ing the second mile, which was made in six 
minutes, twenty-five seconds. Rowell, Hart, 
Vint, Hazael, Noremac and Fitzgerald held 
their pace, keeping but a single lap behind 
Liughes, who finished his tnird mile at 
12:19:20, the time of the mile being six min- 
utes thirty-five seconds. 

Hazael went off at 11:32, and returned at 
11:48. At ten minutes to 12, Sullivan, Fitz- 
gerald and Hart, were close together, each 
having 313 miles, and Sullivan leading by 
three laps.

THAT “ EXTRA” TAX. 


SHALL IT BE LEVIED OR NOT? 


The Views of Tax-Payers—A Heavy Dose, but One 
that We Must Take—Better be Taxed than to 
Burn Up—Some Alternatives Proposed. 


For the first time in the history of Atlanta, 
it is probable that a special tax will be laid on 


the property of its citizehs. 


The rigid provisions of the charter forbid 
the issuing of asingle bond or the increasing 
of the debt of the city by a dollar, and pro- 
yides that at least $25,000 must be set aside 
annually asa sinking fund. 

Under these circumstances the mayor and 
council hold that it is impossible to raise 
money to,improve the water service except by 
an extra tax of one-half of one per ccnt. This 
levy, they say, will settle the water question 
for twenty years, insure the permanent im- 
provements on our streets, and give all that 


isneeded. In order to test the sentiments of 


our tax-payers on the subject the reporters of 


Tue CoNsTITUTION “‘went among the people”’ 
with an intérrogation point. We give below 
the result of their investigation, summarized 
and condensed : 

Mr. Ricuarp Perers.—‘‘It is a pretty heavy 
assessment, but I’d rather stand it than do 
without water, and the alternative is clearly 
reduced tothat. I’m torthe tax.’’ Mr. Peters 
is one of the heaviest tax payers in the city. 

Me. Hvecu T. Inman—''l think the council 
ought to sell the city’s gas stock if it can, and 
notlevy the tax. If it cannot, then it ought 
to put on theextratax. We must have anew 
water main.”’ : 

B. H. Hitt, Jr.—‘We must have the im- 
proved water service, and if there is no way 
to get it but by the extra tax then it ought to 
be leyied.”’ 

A Gear Unknown.—“‘I don’t Gare to have 


my name put inthe paper, but let me say 


that this is getting to be something like con- 
fiecation. Take aman who lives on one of 
the main streets and owns a one hundred feet 
front. A short time ago he was taxed $85 for 
sidewalks, now he is taxed $180 for macada- 
mising the streets, now he isto pay '4 per cent 
extra tax. A 100 feet front place on a good 
street will average $15,000 in value-—at least— 
on which the extra tax would be $75. So that 
in one year he will have paid $540 in extra 
taxes. Thisis pretty rough. But then we 
must have water.” 

Henry Hittyer.—‘'I should like to see the 
money raised without the special tax—but 
there seems to be no way, and we must have 
anew water main.” 

E. A: Ropertson—‘'I’m opposed to the 
tax. Letthecity issue bonds. Can't do it? 
Then let usdo without water. We'd better 
see our property burned up than 
cated.”’ — : 

J. F. CUMMiInGs—‘‘It is pretty hard that we 
who live off the water routes and who get no 
benefit from it, should be taxed for water im- 
provements, but I’m in favor of anything 
that helps the city, and I'll pay mine without 
grumbling.”’ 

J. O. Harris—‘‘If the extra tax is levied it 
will result in the selling out of many a poor 
manslot.

R. C. CLARKE.—‘*We must have water, and 
if we can’t get it without extra tax then we'd 
better pay the tax and have them.”

IJ don’t 
like taxes, but they beat a fire with no water 
to stop it.” 

Mr. Heary, Jr.—‘‘I'm not authorized to 
speak for my father, but his vote in the alder- 
manic board shows that he favored the extra 
tax.”’ 

Dr. T. 8. Poweti.—What is really needed is 
a change of management—a little more 
science.’’

J. A. ANDERSON, city tax collector—''l am 
afraid the levying of an extra tax would bea 
bad precedent, which it would be well to 
avoid, if possible.

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THE HALTING STREET CARS. 


What Mr. Peters Says About Their Six Hundred 
Trips a Day. 

There were curses loud and deep against 
the street cars yesterday morning. 

The night before there was a terrible 
storm—the worst of the year. The streets 
were almost literally impassable. The winds 
blew; the rain fell in torrents, and the mud 
was knee deep. The people were hurrying to 
their homes just after dark, when it was an- 
nounced that the strees cars on the principal 
lines had stopped. On McDonough and 
Washington cars heavily loaded were im- 
movably fixed in the mire near the Georgia 
road depot. On Peachtree three cars. each 
loaded with swearing humanity. were stuck 
in the mud near the Kisers. On Peters street 
a mule had fallen and been killed. Merchants, 
belated at the center of the city, waiting for 
cars that never came, were _ breathing 
vengence: Wives awaiting them at home were 
filled with forbodings, and altogether things 
were unlovely. The complaint was made that 
every time there was a storm and the cars 
were really needed they were out of fix or 
stalled, and hence unavailable. ‘“‘The lines 
pay big dividends,” said one gentleman on a 
elated car, ‘‘and the public has the right to 
expect proper service. If two mules can’t 
pull acar Mr. Peters ought to give us four 
mules. We stand by the cars in fine weather 
—in bad weather they ought to stand by us.”’ 

It is said by those who were on the cars that 
an additional pair of mules would have pull- 
ed the cars gut of the mud and re-established 
the routes. 

Mr. Peters, when these matters were brought 
to his attention, said: ‘“‘The stoppages of last 
night were unavoidable. The terrific rains 
had drifted the sand and mud over the tracks, 
and it was simply impossible to pull the cars 
overthem. The public should understand 
that we do the best we can. Our cars make 
600 trips every day. Each trip has its history 
—its accidents. Whoever is in a car when 
anything happens abuses the management. 
The total mileage of our cars for each day 
would reach from here to Washington city. 
Itis simply inevitable that something will 
happen once in awhile to stop things.”’
